In the office of Instruction in the Prayer Book we 
are told that “it is the bounden duty of every Christian 
to work and pray and give for the spread of His 
Kingdom." These annual reports are given you that 
you may see to what extent we have been faithful to 
that command. Though this will in no way show what 
the individual members of the parish have done, it does 
give a fairly accurate picture of our corporate work 
during 1942-43. Very few of our members are aware of 
all the work being done, and we therefore urge you to 
study all of the reports, that you may have a better un- 
derstanding of what the Church, your Church, is doing. 


The Rector’s Report 


One year has passed since I became Rector of St. Stephen’s Church. 
It might be fitting to summarize what has been accomplished during that 
period, if it were the purpose of this report to make us rather satisfied with 
ourselves. A small amount of pride in our accomplishments is justifiable, 
but self-satisfaction is detrimental to progress. A reviewing of the past is 
only helpful when it spurs us on to great zeal for the future. 

First of all, I should like to express my full appreciation for the first 
year as rector of St. Stephen’s Church which has been a rich and reward- 
ing experience for me. I already feel deeply indebted to many people in 
this congregation and to this fellowship as a whole. 

What makes a live Church? Numerous meetings, busy organizations, 
active committees, balanced budgets? All these are but contributing to the 
primary purpose of the church, which is to make God real in the lives of 
men. Do men find God in our church? When we say, “Let us pray," do 
people feel that someone not ourselves is listening and answering? When 
a troubled soul seeks the aid of the Church, does he find “the peace of 
God which passeth all understanding ?" When all the wheels of our church 
organization turn, do they generate the vital spark of a living faith? That 
is the test of a live church. 

Taking churches as a whole, I do not know what is the average per- 
centage of church members who put first things first; whose loyalties to 
Jesus and the Kingdom of God are strong enough always to occupy first 
place regardless of purely personal and individual considerations. I do 
know that in St. Stephen's Church the percentage has been high enough 
to carry the Church through a most trying year in a commendable man- 
ner, and we can say truthfully with Ezekiel, "The spirit of the living 
creature was in the wheels." 

Though figures are often boring, yet it is customary for the rector to 
report on his official acts. During the year I have conducted 318 services ; 
preached 146 sermons; administered 7 private communions to the sick ; 
had 7 baptisms, 14 weddings and 14 burials. I have made 620 calls on 
parishioners finding 155 at home. I have no record of the number of invo- 
cations asked, benedictions pronounced or talks given at meetings, lunch- 
eons and dinners. 


During the past year 36,527 people have attended our services, 26,477 
attended the noonday services, 1,832 received the Holy Communion be- 
tween Sundays, 9,456 attended the Sunday services, 594 attended the 
early Sunday services. Mention should be made of the splendid Con- 
firmation Class this past year when twenty-two men, women and children 
were Confirmed—the largest class in twenty-eight years. 

The financial picture is always clearly presented by our able and 
devoted Accounting Warden in his annual report. At the beginning of 
the year we carried a $3,000 deficit from the previous year. During the 
year we repaid this obligation and closed the books practically free of 
debt. Besides this we oversubscribed our Missionary Expectation to the 
Diocese by 50%. The total being $4,500. 
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Several new services were added this past year which, I believe, 
should be strengthened and continued. The first was the restoration of the 
early service. From one early service a month at 8:00 A. M. we now 
have had a year of weekly services at the later hour of 9:00 A. M. Along 
with the change of hour, we have instituted a "Family Day". The rector 
invited a half dozen families each Sunday to this service. Where it is 
possible the family is invited to attend near some anniversary, i. e., wed- 
ding anniversary, birthday of a child or elderly person, or the anniversary 
of the departure of a loved one into the greater life. The response has 
been good, and has enriched family life, and has developed fellowship 
within the parish, because everyone wishes to rejoice with those who 
rejoice, to sympathize with those who mourn or commemorate those who 
are departed. 575 attended this pasi year. 


The second innovation has been the Healing Service on Thursdays 
at noon. These services have been productive of great and lasting good. 
The rector opens the service with an address on spiritual healing and then 
gives an invitation to all those sick in body, mind or spirit to come forward 
to the Altar rail for the laying-on-of-hands with prayer. Prayers are said 
for those whose names have been presented by members of the congre- 
gation. 2,096 attended these services, and the testimonials to the success- 
ful results tax the rector's letter files. 


The third innovation was the establishment of a School for Adult 
Bible Re-Education. This class was conducted Thursday evenings by 
Dr. George M. Lamsa, the eminent Aramaic scholar. The classes averaged 
forty an evening. The war effort and the attendant transportation difficul- 
ties militated against the success which this class should have enjoyed. 


Another innovation was the formation of a Neighborhood Club for 
children in the neighborhood. Mrs. Nellie Mearns recruited a dozen or 
more children, and has an interesting program for them in the parish 
house on Friday afternoons. 


Still another innovation was the combining of the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew Lenten Theatre services with our services here in St. Stephen's. 
The object was to reach a larger and more diversified group of people. 
From every standpoint the venture proved to be wise and the attendance 
figares about equalled the combined attendance of the theatre and the 
church of a year ago. 19,439 attended, an increase of 5,833 over last year. 


The highlight of the year was the conversion of our Community 
House into the St. Stephen's Service Club for all uniformed men under 
the auspices of the War Commission of the Diocese of Pennsylvania. The 
cost of maintenance is borne by the War Commission of the Diocese and 
volunteers from the various parishes of the Diocese take turns in direct- 
ing the daily activities. A clergyman is always on duty for spiritual coun- 
selling. The Center provides a Snack Bar, Hostesses, Dances, Gymnasium, 
Sewing Service, Library and Entertainment. 


Our parish organizations had to transfer their activities to the smaller 
accommodations of the Parish House and the rector is grateful for the 
fine spirit which they have manifested throughout the transition. 
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During the past year fifty-three of our young men and women left 
to serve in the Armed Forces of our Country. We miss them sorely in 
our homes and in our parish life. The weekly leaflet of the church fol- 
lows these men and women around the world. The fellowship of this 
church is unbreakable, and the interest and love of St. Stephen's goes 
forward to its people in whatever service they may be engaged. Prayers 
are continually offered that the protecting care of God, the Father of us 
all, may surround these loved ones while they are away. 

Due to the rigid rationing of oil, we had to convert one of our oil 
burners to coal. Mr. William A. Brecht and the Hajoca Corporation, and 
Mr. William M. Anderson provided the Church with the coal grates and 
the installation respectively. This generous gift from non-members of our 
Church was most enthusiastically appreciated by the Rector and Vestry, 
and we are grateful to Mr. George Bridgman who succeeded in eliciting 
this generous and timely gift from his business associates. 

Because of its superb location, St. Stephen's Church is fast becoming 
the center of a renewed spiritual dynamic which is making its influence 
felt throughout the city and Diocese. Dr. Palmquist, Executive Secretary 
of the Philadelphia Federation of Churches, likes to refer to St. Stephen's 
as the Protestant Cathedral. 

For the work ahead of us, I would suggest that we adopt a three- 
hour a week plan for the Church; one hour a week for worship, one hour 
for work and one hour for giving. The last two need some explanation. 
The hour for work should be something you do as a Christian to help 
others less fortunate than yourself. That may be Red Cross, War Relief, 
Service Club or the needy family around the corner. The hour for giving 
means that you give to the Church one hour of your income per week. If 
you earn a dollar an hour, try to give a dollar a week. Certainly it is not 
asking too much to devote these three hours to God ; most Christians will 
want to do more. 

In closing may I express my deep gratitude for all of the faithful 
worshippers, workers, and givers of this parish who have made all of 
this progress possible by their consecrated efforts. I am praying that God 
may bless you and yours, and may I ask that you remember me constantly 
in your prayers, that I may measure up to the great opportunities here for 
the advance of God's Kingdom.

report and audit, will be open for your inspection.

Returns from investments for the year 1942 show a substantial 
increase over those of last year and during the same period the Jamison 
Estate Trust produced as our share of income, the sum of $825 and lived 
up to our expectations regarding increased income. It is hoped that this 
trust and our other benefactions will prove an even greater source of 
income for the work of our Church. 

The contributions for parochial purposes and pew rents also exceeded 
those of last year and marks an upturn in these items. 

The Girls’ Friendly Society and the Mothers’ Meeting each con- 
tributed the sum of $25 during the year 1942 to the Community House 
Mortgage Reduction Fund. We now have on hand in this fund $909.61 
and it is hoped that the indebtedness on the mortgage will soon be reduced 
by another $1000. Grateful acknowledgment of both gifts has been made. 

'The receipts for Special Parochial purposes amounted to the sum 
of $2,113.62 which, together with the balance on hand on January 1, 1942, 
of $1,322.55 made a total of $3,436.17. This, less the balance of $1,345.12, 
was distributed during the calendar year for the purposes for which the 
money was specially designated. 

No direct contributions were made out of income during the year 
under review for Diocesan and General Church Objects. The receipts from 
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offerings for those purposes amounted to $3,904.85, and, as in other years, 
sums of money were contributed by members of St. Stephen's Church to 
certain Church objects for which no credit appears on the books of the 
Accounting Warden. The entire sum was distributed for the account of 
the various objects during the year. 

During the year the loans of the Church have been entirely liquidated 
and that in face of heavy expenditures for repairs which were defrayed 
out of the current year's income. 

Additional substantial repairs to the Church property are in con- 
templation by the Vestry and will be reported to you. It is hoped that the 
cost of these repairs can be met substantially by contributions from all of 
us who are interested in the extension of the works of the Church. The 
repairs, in the opinion of the Vestry, are all necessary to the work of the 
Church and in a sense constitute а monument to which we can all look 
with pride as one of the best evidences of the growth of our activities. 

The work of St. Stephen's Service Club has commenced only during 
the present year and its usefulness is one which is a great pride to all of 
us here at the Church. The expenses of the operation of this Club are 
being met by the War Commission but some expenses do fall upon the 
Church for the repairs and alterations to the Community House property 
in order that its fullest usefulness may be had by the War Commission. 
Some contributions have been made towards this expense and others are 
expected. We confidentially look forward to a continuance of this most 
worthwhile work. 

The extension of our activities under the very able leadership of 
our Rector, has been most encouraging and the fullest support is earnestly 
solicited. 

I again take pleasure in extending my thanks to all who have so 
generously helped in the solution of our problems and bespeak your loyal 
support and cooperation.

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The Woman’s Auxiliary 


Today the Woman’s Auxiliary furnished the means through which 
the women of the Church may serve the Church in all its general work 
and seeks to help every Churchwoman to realize the privilege of such 
service. 

It is pledged to stand behind every effort to see that the dioceses and 
parishes meet their quota for the Church’s program. It is pledged to work 
in the rural field, for the foreign born, to promote peace internationally 
and interracially ; to send boxes to hospitals, schools, institutions and to 
some of the clergy. 

To stimulate interest in these projects St. Stephen’s Branch of the 
Auxiliary has tried to have programs this year which relate to them. At 
the November meeting a Tolerance Trio composed of a Negro, a Jew 
and a Christian spoke. These groups are sent out from Fellowship House. 
The gist of their subject was “We are fighting for a democracy, are we 
living it ?" 

In October Mrs. James T. Davis spoke on the Church and the local 
war effort. In December Mrs. Griffith, executive secretary of the Inter- 
denominational Union made an address telling some of the things that can 
be accomplished by the co-operation of all religious societies regardless of 
sect. 

In January Dr. Price gave a resume of the steps that have been taken, 
over these last few years, to effect organic unity between the Episcopal 
and Presbyterian churches. In February the members, conducted their own 
meeting, discussing the general outline of the Presiding Bishop's War 
Fund which included: “Prisoners of War", “The Chinese", “Orphaned 
Missionaries” and “The Y. M. C. A.". 


In March Mrs. Thomas N. Walker answered some of our questions 
about the Diocesan Committee of the General Auxiliary. In April our. 
own Mrs. Wood gave an outline of the Biography of Dr. Wood which is 
soon to be published. 

We raise a little money each year and spread it as wisely as we can, 
over many projects. Miss Laura Bell our devoted President for many 
years, has just sent a check for one hundred dollars. That is a fine sum 
with which to begin the work next fall. 

May I again invite all the women of St. Stephen's to attend the 
meetings of the Woman's Auxiliary? We cannot be interested in mis- 
sions unless we know the need of missions and the way to meet that need. 
Tremendous strides could be made by the co-operation of the entire mem- 
bership of St. Stephen's.

. Church School 

The Church School, a vital part of the life of St. Stephen’s, holds 
classes from September until June at 9:45 o'clock every Sunday morning. 

At the beginning of the Church School year, in September, an induc- 
tion service for teachers was held in the church at the 11:00 o'clock serv- 
ice. This was an impressive and fine ceremony. 

Several months ago, our Superintendent, Mr. John Spear, was trans- 
ferred to his company's offices in Ohio, much to the regret of the entire 
school. Mr. and Mrs. Spear had been members of the teaching staff for 
several years and their loss was keenly felt. Mr, and Mrs. John Reinhardt, 
Miss Blanche Erwood and Mrs. James Mearns have joined the teaching 
staff during the year and have proven themselves valuable and faithful 
workers. Mrs. Mearns is in charge of the kindergarten, assisted by Miss 
Erwood. 

Owing to shortage of fuel oil, the Church School transferred over to . 
the Parish House from the Community House early in the year, and find 
accommodations adequate. 

At Christmas time a gift of ten dollars was sent to Bishop Alexander 
Hugo Blankingship of Cuba. A fine letter was received from the bishop 
in acknowledgment of this gift. 

During the Lenten season, pictures illustrating missionary activity 
were shown in the Church School. In spite of the fact that war conditions 
did not permit having a supper or strawberry festival, our Lenten offering 
this year totaled $200.00. 

On March 7, many of our children attended a pageant in St. Stephen's 
presented by the Youth Commission of the Department of Religious Edu- 
cation, entitled "The World We Seek". The pageant emphasized the part 
youth must take in the world crisis. 

The Church School season will close in June with a picnic. 

This report is made with a sense of deep gratitude for a Christian 
land and a Christian Church where children may gather without fear in 
the Church Schools across the country.

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The Burd School 
On January 15th of this year Miss Tappen relinquished her position 
as Principal of the School, retiring after twenty-five years of exceptional 


and devoted service. In recognition of her services, Dr. Price and the. 


Board of Trustees presented Miss Tappen with a beautiful illuminated 
testimonial. Her successor, Miss Florence L. Davies, assumed the duties 
of Principal of the School on the same day. It is a credit to the ability of 
both Miss Tappen and Miss Davies that the change was effected without 
deviation in the daily routine and management of the School. Miss Davies 
takes over the direction of the School at an exacting time, due to ration- 
ings and the difficulty of obtaining adequate domestic service. A few cases 
of measles and whooping cough, and one serious throat infection which 
caused the girl to lose her first term at high school, are the only records of 
ill health during the winter. At present there are thirty-six girls enrolled 
in the School, thirty-five living at the School and one, Marian Grier, still 
continuing her course at State Teachers' College, West Chester, Pa. 

In November it was deemed expedient to return one of our little 
girls to her mother. Two girls were entered on probation during the year. 
In Lent, five girls were confirmed. 

Christmas dinner of 1942 will be memorable in our annals, as the 
exercises and festive board were graced by the presence of our two 
Bishops. Bishop Taitt gave a rapid summary of the Christian faith and 
legend throughout the centuries, and Bishop Hart made a most felicitious 
address on the Christmas Hymns. The ignorance of the children, and 
even of some of their elders, as to the origin and composers of the hymns 
occasioned much good-humored merriment and enlightenment. The feast 
that followed, the dancing around the tree and distribution of the gifts, 
were all greatly enjoyed. The presence of many of the alumnae with their 
husbands at this last Christmas dinner with Miss Tappen was a loving 
tribute to their enduring admiration, gratitude and devotion. 

Dr. Price appointed Mrs. David Wood and the Misses Daly to the 
Board of Women Visitors. Each in turn, after making their initial visit 
of inspection, reported her pleasure in meeting Miss Davies and finding 
excellent conditions in the school. 

Dr. Price and the Board of Trustees have been most successful in 
finding a successor to Miss Tappen, and are to be congratulated on their 
choice. The Women's Visiting Committee desire to take this opportunity 
of extending their welcome to Miss Davies, assuring her of their good 
wishes and loyalty.

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Noon-Day Lenten Services 


This year the Lenten Services were held under the joint sponsorship 
of The Brotherhood of St. Andrew and St. Stephen's. Such an affiliation, 
combining the efforts of both organizations, was decidedly beneficial. The 
preaching was of the usual high standard heretofore provided by both 
groups. The total attendance amounted to 19,737 persons—an increase of 
6,000 over last year. 

On Ash Wednesday the church was filled to capacity. On Good 
Friday during the Noon-Day Service, the presentation of the "Cruci- 
fixion" by our choir and the Hour of Meditation led by Bishop Taitt, 4,500 
persons passed through our doors—an increase of 900 over last year. 

Since the church building is used to its fullest extent in the function- 
ing of the week-day activities, we are again calling on the fund to bear 
its proper share of maintenance and advertising. To this extent $328.50 
was appropriated out of last year's balance and it is our intention to use a 
substantial portion of our closing balance of $1,383.17 towards extensive 
improvements in contemplation. 

We can be justly proud under the leadership of our Rector of the 
tremendous growth taking place this year.

The Mothers' Meetings have gone along at much the same pace this 
year as to its activities. The attendance has been a little less due to change 
in working hours, the total attendance being about 3,500. 

At the close of last season we had our trip to Atlantic City by bus 
and it worked out very well, one hundred attending. This is the gift from 
St. Stephen's Outing Fund and is much appreciated by those attending. 
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Due to meeting in a new environment, and not being able to serve a 
light supper at our sale, it was doubtful as to our financial returns, but all 
worked harder than ever and we were very successful, returns amounted 
to $126.83 and all used for charity.

Parish Visitor's Report, 1943 

Due to the war, the need of assistance for the unemployed has been 
very nearly eliminated, but there is still much to do to help the blind, aged, 
depressed and discouraged, and those who are so handicapped that em- 
ployment is impossible, and whose income is limited. The time and effort 
put forth in meeting the needs of these people cannot be understood by 
the public who thinks that there is no longer a need for "relief". 

The social work of St. Stephen's during the past year has come in 
contact with a wide variety of problems—medical, employment, relief, 
temporary shelter, clothing and vocational guidance. About four hundred 
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interviews were made in the church office with parishioners, members of 
our organizations and transients. Very few of them were seen at regular 
intervals; the majority came in when they felt the need of discussing their 
problems. Joint conferences were held with Social Workers of other agen- 
cies to work out programs for a family of ten and six other individuals. 
Three women were sent to convalescent homes and eighteen mothers and 
children enjoyed their vacation either at the shore or in the country. The 
Country Week Association was given $57.00 last year by members of the 
church. A number of meetings were attended in order that we might 
better understand and improve our welfare work. To co-operate with the 
Church's plan to do more community work, a neighborhood club for 
children was started and is financed by the thoughtful contribution of 
one of our members. Approximately five hundred outside visits were 
made either to homes, hospitals or other institutions, to carry on this 
work of service. 

The King's Daughters have been most generous with their supply of 
children's clothing and other garments and we are grateful to them and 
p the other individuals of the parish for their continued interest and

It indeed gives me a great deal of pleasure to make this Annual Re- 
port from Troop 2. Another year has gone by, during which time your 
Troop of Boy Scouts has tried to do its little bit toward making progress 
in aiding the Home Front and War Effort. The boys have participated in 
the following campaigns: Bond Pledge Drive, Rubber Scrap Drive, 
Aluminum Drive, Books for Victory Drive, War Chest, U. 5. O. and 
many other such activities as requested by the Government. 

We are now actively engaged in the Second Bond Drive Campaign, 
and hope that by our participating, to bring this war to an end, one hour 
sooner, or one minute sooner. 

During times of stress, such as we are now experiencing, it is more 
essential than ever that Scout Troops have a sponsoring institution. Troop 
2 is most grateful to its friend and sponsor, St. Stephen's Church, which 
has on every occasion, risen to aid and assist the Troop. 

We have at present twenty-one registered Scouts, two Scout Leaders, 
and three Troop Committeemen. Two of these Scouts have taken their 
places in the Armed Service, and their letters tell us that their early 
Scout Training has paved the way for early promotion. 

Our story of camping in 1942 is a thrilling one. For a while we were 
doubtful; should it be: ^Well, camping is out for the duration. It's too 
tough—no leaders—no transportation—supplies limited and food costs are 
high, еіс”? But our leaders took it all in their stride and said that if at 
any time camping and outdoor activities were important—they are more 
important now. Then уге went to work to prove it. Despite transportation 
difficulties, we were able to have our regular Week Camping Trip at 
Camp Hart, plus overnight hikes, and one-day hikes. Much of our present 
advancement shows itself due to our camping periods, and that Troop 2 
did advance its Scouts in rank more in this year than in any previous year. 

As we contemplate the future, and consider the obligation we have 
to our God and Country, we can not at this time give up our best means 
of training Scouts, and that means is camping. Through the co-operation 
of our Rector, and the U. S. O., your Troop will still be active for the 
duration, ever striving to accomplish the goal toward good citizenship, 
working with our new Motto: “Toughen up, Buckle down, Carry on to 
Victory."

The report of the Girls’ Friendly Society can be brief this season. 


We opened on Monday, October 5th, when Dr. Price was the 
speaker. After that week we held our meetings on Thursdays, in accord- 
ance with the church's policy, in order to conserve fuel. 


On Sunday, October 18th, at the morning service, Dr. Price ad- 
mitted three new members: Dorothy Rhoads, Mabel Erwood and Blanche 
Erwood. 

Although the programs have been fewer this year, those we planned 
were enjoyed by the members. Among them were talks on "India" and 
“Philadelphia’s War Offerings"—moving pictures and book reviews. One 
evening Madame Chiang's "I Confess My Faith" was read. Another eve- 
ning a friend read an account of the people on “Guam” when the Japs 
entered. We did have a Hallowe'en Party ; and a tea on Sunday, December 
27th, at the Branch Leader's Home. Suppers were served every evening 
until we moved into the Parish House when these had to be discontinued 
as there is no equipment for the preparation of food. 

At Christmas we dressed and sent twenty-five dolls to the girls and 
twenty-five games to the boys, at Byberry. Unfortunately a request from 
a little school in Dyke County, Virginia, to which we had sent Christmas 
gifts last year, came too late to be filled. We also sent two boxes filled 
with useful gifts and books to Caney Creek Community Center, Kentucky. 
Our Lenten Sewing is finished and ready to be sent to the Church House. 

No sale nor card party was given this year, but the girls are con- 
tributing to the Special Effort Fund from which we use the money for 
charities. The treasurer's report contains the various items spent. 

Pear lest they be caught in Blackouts has prevented some members 
from attending the meetings, and has sent others home earlier than usual. 
We herewith acknowledge, however, the loyalty of our “regulars” whom 
nothing deters. 

Meetings are again being held on Monday evenings, and the Twenty- 
fourth of May we expect to close with a dinner meeting at the Church- 
women’s Club.

Annual Report of Young People’s Club 

The Young People’s Club has come through a very difficult period, 
having lost ten of its members to Armed Forces, but can look back on 1942 
as a year of many changes during which much was accomplished. 

The highlights of our activities during the Spring and Summer of the 
past year were our Formal Dance in January and our annual trip to Valley 
Forge to renew our friendship with Dr. John R. Hart. Our Summer out- 
door activities were climaxed with a moonlight hike through the Wissa- 
hickon which Dr. Price attended with twenty of our members. We will not 
soon forget that hike as we were deep in the Wissahickon when an Air 
Raid Alert sounded ! 

Our club newspaper has been published under the able leadership of 
John Adams and Doris Rose and copies of each issue have gone to all our 
members in service. This means of keeping all of our members informed 
of the Club's activities has been greatly appreciated by the boys in Service 
who are still greatly concerned with its welfare and activities. 

In order to build up our treasury we gave a benefit at the Lantern 
Lane Playhouse in October which netted the Club $19.48. 

Our principal expenditures were a $10.00 donation to the Bell Tower 
Fund of Valley Forge and Christmas presents to all our members now 
serving in the Armed Forces. This latter event was a departure from our 
usual Christmas Party for Children and from the many letters of thanks 
from our members away from home, we feel it was a worthwhile effort. 

In the Fall of 1942 we opened a Canteen for the entertainment of 
Naval and Marine recruits in the Community House every Monday night 
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at which time the recruits were offered dancing, games, a stage show and 
refreshments. All expenses were met by contributions of members of our 
Church. During this period, which ended on December 14th, total attend- 
ance was 519 persons with an increase in club membership of 50%. 

Starting the first of the new year, our club acted as hosts to the Mid- 
shipmen of the Pennsylvania Maritime Academy with a party each Fri- 
day night in the Community House. Entertainment was provided for the 
Midshipmen each week, as well as refreshments. Needless to say, these 
young men are greatly pleased with the Friday Evening Parties at St. 
Stephen’s. Attendance has been very good, with thirty to forty of our 
own group being present each week, in addition to twenty Midshipmen 
in uniform. 

From the above resume you will see that the Young People’s Club 
have had a rather diversified program this past year, and believe you will 
agree that the work of helping to keep up the morale of our Armed Forces 
by providing clean and wholesome entertainment in the atmosphere of 
St. Stephen’s is indeed important and has been well taken care of by our 
organization. Many thanks are in order to those persons who have helped 
us keep the Canteen running by their financial and material contributions.

The Annual Parish Meeting—1943 


On Wednesday, May 19, 1943, at eight P. M., Eastern War Time, the 
Parish Meeting was called to order by the Rector and David L. German 
served as Secretary thereof. 

Dr. Price stated that under the Charter of St. Stephen’s Church it 
was provided that the meeting of the Electors should be held on Easter 
Monday, but might be adjourned to a later date; that following that cus- 
tom, the meeting of the Electors had been adjourned by the Tellers from 
Monday, April 26, 1943, to Wednesday, Мау 19, 1943, at eight Р. М., 
Eastern War Time. 

The Tellers appointed, Messrs. Mearns and Dickhart were prepared 
to hold an election :

“Resolved, That this meeting does hereby ratify the adjournment 

on Easter Monday, April 26, 1943, by the Tellers of the Annual Meet- 

ing for the Election of Vestrymen to May 19, 1943, at 8.00 P. М, 

Eastern War Time, and does hereby approve the call for this meeting 

for the purpose of electing Vestrymen to serve for the ensuing year 

or until their successors are duly elected and qualify. 

“That Messrs. Mearns and Dickhart be duly elected as Tellers for 

the purpose of said election.” 

The Chairman thereupon announced that nominations for Vestrymen 
would be in order. 

Miss Helen F. Mockett nominated the following eleven names (one 
position still remaining vacant) for the twelve positions as Vestrymen 
under our Charter:

Motion was thereupon duly made by Miss Anne R. Daley, seconded 
and carried, that the nominations do now close and that there being no 
contest, the Secretary do cast the ballot electing the nominees as Vestry- 
men to serve for the ensuing year or until their successors are duly elected 
and qualify. The Secretary reported that he had cast the ballot of the 
meeting and the Tellers declared the nominees duly elected.
